Wife ) is in a very good place, in Service, and lives in 
very good Fafhion, and able to help me. This being 
the real Cafe on my part, I do affure you, Gentlemen, 
therefore your Directions is humbly defired to this par- 
ticular Cafe, and earneftly Crave your {peedy ry sn 
to the following Queries ; L depending and waiting 
upon your Refolutions, and deferr Profecution of my 
Affarirs ‘till then. 

Query 1. What I may lavofully do as to deteét the Injury 
done 10 me, in leaving me, and taking to bim another Wife, 
which he ought not to have done, being Commanded to the 
contrary by the Divine Law as well.as the Law of the Land ? 

Query 2. What Punifbment may be juftly inflifted upon 
him, and what Courfe I may take as to my Subfiftence. or Al- 
lowance from him, as Alimony, ( if that ) ? 

Query 3. Whether I may not Sue him in the Prerogative 
Court for a Divorce, that I may be free from him, and take 
to me another Husband, ( if part fo)? And, 

Query 4. Whether I bad not better Profecute the Rigour 
of the Law againft bim ? 

An{w. 1. If he is in fuch a way as he may be able to 
make you any Allowance towards your Maintenance, it 
will be very Juft and Prudent for you to force him to 
it; but as for any other reparation, We fee none you 
can expect ; fora Manthat is openly fo wicked, will 
make no great Scruple to centinue fo, nor will whatfo- 
ever you can do fignifie any thing farther than you can 
Compel him, for to be fure he has no great Love for 
you ; tho’ ic may be che Family wherein he lives may 
not be acquainted with his manner of Life, and perhaps 
woud not Countenance him if they knew it; and if 
fo, a little chreatriing of him to difcover it, may make 
him the more willing co do fomething for you.

will have only this Advantage by it, that he can no 
longer pretend any Right or Titie to what thall be giv- 
en you, or what you your felf may get. 

Anf{w. 4. "Tis becter to put all up as quietly as may 
be, only confidering your ewn Intereft, for though it 
wou'd be but Juft, yer it leoks a little like Malice, 
and you'd only expofe him it may be to be Burnt in 
the Hand, or fome fuch Bufinefs, without any Advan- 
tage co your felf; for "tis not improbable bur that the 
Woman he now lives with may deny her Marriage to 
fave his Life, thowgh We think he very well deferves 
Hanging, and Wifh all had it that breaks che Law in 


fuch a manner.
